WANING WORK WEEK  

If anyone two decades ago 
ago had been so rash as to 
predict a 35-hour work week 
he would have been termed 
a dreamer indeed.- Any labor 
union would have been hard 
put to sign up members on 
the basis of such a promise.

But the fact is that the 
work week is shrinking 
steadily, especially among 
office workers, where unions 
are still comparatively weak. 
A survey by the National 
Office Management Assn. re­ 
veals thi't nearly all American 
office employees work 40 
hours or less, And in cities 
like New York. Houston and 
a few others the 35-hour week 
is now standard (five days of 
work, 9 to 5 with an hour off 
for lunch).

The survey finds that more 
than 92 per cent of the 5,000 j 
companies polled work five 
days a week, an'd only seven 
per cent work five and a half 
days, while hardly any cling 
to a six-day week. In Canada, 
almost 100 per cent of the 
office employes are 37-hour- 
a-week workers.
